Licensee will have a staff member stationed near the entrance of the outdoor patio during
all hours of operation to assure no alcoholic beverages leave the outdoor patio.

Licensee will post signs on the outdoor patio indicating that no alcoholic beverages will
leave the outdoor patio.

Licensee will not allow any other business to use the outdoor patio.

Licensee will not extend any portion of their outdoor patio nor allow any patrons to use
any adjacent outdoor space which is not licensed as the outdoor premise for this
application.

Licensee shall be the best neighbor it can be, complying with all city of Chicago laws,
rules and regulations, including but not only pertaining to occupancy of the premise,
noise and smoking laws.

Licensee agrees that at any time while the Premises is operating, if customer noise levels
emanating from the premises result in residential community complaints, Licensee shall
take immediate steps to alleviate the noise.

Licensee agrees to monitor the noise levels emanating from the Premises to ensure
compliance with the Chicago Environmental Noise ordinance. Licensee shall take
immediate steps to alleviate any violation.
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8. Licensee will display a sign in a conspicuous location inside the Premises that reads,
"Please Respect Our Neighbors, Please Exit Quietly and Do Not Loiter".

9. Licensee agrees to monitor the outside of the Premises to alleviate any traffic, parking or
noise issues.

10. Licensee agrees to schedule and/or attend meetings, as reasonably requested, with the
local alderman, police commander and community residents or groups to discuss any
problematic concerns regarding the operation of the Premises, including the use of the
removable enclosure system.

11. Licensee agrees to have all staff responsible for alcohol service BASSET certified.

The agreed conditions of this license plan of operation are legally binding and may be enforced
by City of Chicago enforcement authorities. Violation of the above stated agreed conditions may
result in the imposition of a fine and/or suspension or revocation of all business licenses issued to
the licensee.

The agreed conditions of the license plan of operation shall apply to the business address and
licensee and to all officers, managers, members, partners and direct or indirect owners of the
entity of which is licensed. The sale of the business to other persons purchasing the stock of the
licensed entity, or any manner of controlling interest therein, shall be subject to the same agreed
conditions set forth in this plan of operation.
